During a conversation with applicants representative Garth Doll on June 18, 2008, the 
examiner was given permission to cancel the claims withdrawn with traverse, claims 1, 3-15, and 
17 as they were directed towards non elected inventions. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 16 and 19-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention distinguishes over the art of record. The closest prior art of record teaches using an 
oligiosaccharide (Takenishi et al. EP 555980) as an auxiliary component in the production of 
polymeric particles teaches a solvent method for compounding for the formation of the 
composition. There is nothing in the art of record to suggest a method of forming the 
composition through melt kneading a polymer component in the presence of an oligosaccharide 
matrix, followed by elution, as the aqueous solvent is required in the invention of Takenishi et al. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
